More Support For Unit System 


The Coffee County Grand 
Jury, Enterprise Division,em- 
panelled on August 31, 1972, 
examined 39 presentments, and 
returned 30 indictments, all fel- 
onies. They returned one case 
to Inferior Court and contin- 
ued three matters for additional 
investigation. Other reports 
included results of Courthouse 
and Health Center inspection, 
one from Police Chief Howard 
Murdock, and one from Judge 
James Sawyer pertaining to the 
so-called “unit system” in the 
county. 

Needs of the Courthouse 
were reported as follows: Jan- 
itorial service and a switch to 
turn off two large flourescent 
lights in the County Agent’s 
Office; repainting of the Tax 
Assessor's Office; storage of 
items in the hall in proper 
areas; cleaning of both men’s 
and ladies’ restrooms; clean- 
ing, repairing and locking of 
fuse box on stair case on north 
side of building to take care of 
hazard of electrocution; _ re- 
pairing of a hole in the ceiling 
of the old Probate Office, and 
repainting of this ceiling;fire 
escape for the third floor. 


The Grand Jury commend: . 
the Court of County Commis 
sioners on the condition of tl 
Health Center, finding that muc 
progress had been made and 
is still being made on this build- 
ing since title to the building 
was vested in the County and 
out of the city of Enterprise. 
They recommended a parking 
lot for the Health Department 


Chief Murdock reported that 
the Alabama Law Enforcement 
Planning Agency has approved 
a police training facility at 
Enterprise State Junior College 
The Grand Jury thanked that 
Agency and Governor George 
Wallace for locating the faci- 
lity at Enterprise, which is 
centrally located for the area, 
realizing the benefits to the 
police and citizens of South- 
east Alabama. 

From explanation by Judge 
Sawyer of the unit system in 
use by various counties in the 
State for road construction and 
maintenance, the Grand Jury 
unanimously agreed that this 
system should be employed by 
this county. They said: 

“We understand and are told 
by some that such a system 
would remove from the Court 
of County Commissioners all of 
their individual authority with 
regard to the use of county 
equipment, which is absolutely 
wrong, because they would still 
be charged with the overall 


operation of every function of 
Coffee County including the 
building and maintenance of our 
roads. We feel unanimously, 
that this system would afford 
a means for the equitable con- 
struction of roads and mainten- 
ance of roads with better 
availability of equipment to 
meet emergencies caused by 
natural disaster such as floods, 
tornadoes, or hurricanes. It 
further appears to us that the 
use of this system would afford 


a great monetary savings to 
the tax payers of this county. 
We strongly recommend that 
the Court of County Commis- 
sioners pass the necessary 
resolutions to put this County 
into a unit system of operation 
with regard to construction and 
maintenance of roads, and we 
further recommend to our Leg- 
islative Delegation,Mr.Easters, 
Representative and Mr.Dozier, 
Senator, that legislation be 
passed requiring such.”

The recent floods and ero- 
sion caused by Hurricane Ag- 
nes serves to point out how 
important it is to be prepared. 
The August USDA Newsletter 
reviewed the damage inflicted 
upon the eastern coast by Ag- 
nes. The erosion caused by 
this storm was greatly reduced 
on farms where conservation 
practices such as terraces, 
waterways and farm ponds had 
been installed. Farms that 
did not have protective conser- 
vation practices were badly e- 
roded and gullied. It pays to 
be prepared. 

In the town of Harper’s Fer- 
ry, there is a marker showing 
the high-water mark of the fl- 
oods of 1936 and 1972. The 
same amount of rain fell in 
both these storms, but the 1936 
storm rose seven feet higher 


than the 1972 storm. Officials’ 


say that the conservation prac- 
tices installed on the land be- 
tween 1936 and 1972 are the 
Major reasons the 1972 flood 
did not get as high as the 
1936 flood. 

From this we see that good 
conservation not only protects 
the farmland, but it also pro- 
tects the towns downstream.

Many small manu- 
facturers and suppliers of ser- 
vice sell their products suc- 
cessfully and exclusively to our 
domestic markets.

Others 
have taken a passive attitude 
and respond to a foreign in- 
quiry only reluctantly, if at 
all. Yet, selling in internat- 
ional markets is a logical ex- 
tension of domestic sales act- 
ivities. 

Alabama has undergone an 
economic transition from an 
agricultural to an industrial 
economy. The state now ranks 
25th in the nation in exporting 
manufactured products, with 
only approximately 450 firms 
now actively engaged in selling 
internationally.

Walking Through 
Glass 


Leaving her dentist’s office, 
Martha headed for the lobby of 
the building. But as she reached 
the exit, she mistook a glass panel 
for the door and pushed right 
through it, 

Cut and bruised, Martha de- 
cided to seek damages from the 
owner of the building, 

“The door is glass and so is the 
panel,”’ she complained in a court 
hearing. “It is all very confusing,” 


But the building owner saw no 
xood reason for her confusion. He 
pointed out that the door had a 
metal frame, a hydraulic mech- 
anism, and a handle—all plainly 
visible. Result: Martha’s claim 
was turned down, As one judge 
put it: 

“The injury was due to her own 
lack of care. She was the author 
of her own misfortune.” 

The growing use of glass in 
homes and buildings has led to 
numerous lawsuits in which some- 
One inadvertently ‘‘walked 
through glass,” In homes alone, 
such accidents happen about 40,- 
000 times a year, 

How alert does the law expect 
you to be in discerning danger? 
One key factor, as in the case 
above, is the presence of visible 
features that should put a reason- 
ably careful person on guard. 

Another factor is your famil- 
iarity with the premises. A woman 
shopper barged into the glass 
panel beside the door at her 
neighborhood supermarket. But 
a court rejected her damage 
claim largely on the ground that 
she had been using the same door 
for years without any difficulty. 

However, in other circum- 
stances, inattention may well be 
excused, Consider this case: 

An eight-year-old child, visiting 
at the home of some family 
friends, ran into a sliding glass 
door. But it seems that the light- 
ing was poor, and that the door— 
kept spotlessly clean at all times 

had no telltale fixtures to make 
it noticeable, 

A court accordingly found no

The commission recommends that the states retain con- 
trol, but that all state laws should meet a list of 80 differ-

Included are recommendations for full pay of the in- 
jured worker’s wages up to a maximum of 100 per cent 
of the state’s average weekly wage, elimination of limits 
on duration or total amounts, compulsory and full coy- 
erage for work-related diseases, provision for full medi- 
cal care and physical rehabilitation services. and allowing 
employees to file claims either in the state where they are 
injured, where they are hired, or where the employment 


is localized. 


Vietman Vets To Receive Help 
Under Improved GI Bill 


In 1944, even before World 
War II was over, our grateful 
nation provided its millions of 
veterans a GI Bill of Rights. 
making available to them a var- 
iety of benefits but with part- 
icular emphasis on education. 
Provisions of the Bill have been 
extended to veterans of the Ko- 
rean War and also to Vietnam 
Veterans 


Success of the GI Bill isn't 
measured only in the millions 
of men and women who made 
use of the bill’s provision, be- 
cause for every $1 invested in 
educating a World War II vet- 
eran , for example, it has been 
estimated that the Treasury has 
gotten back up to $10 in addit- 
ional taxes than would have been 


paid had they not been educated 
and provided with increased 
earning power. 


SENATOR JIM ALLEN 


The GI Bill is not design- 
ed to pay the entire cost of 
a veteran’s education, but it 
is designed to encourage the 
veteran to seek further educa- 
tion armed vocational training by 
paying a substantial portion of 
the costs. But the basic assist- 
ance level for the Vietnam vet- 
eran is far below that pro- 
vided the Korean veteran and 
the result has been that he has 
been denied the benefits com- 
parable to those given his World 
War II and Korean War coin- 
terpart. It is unseemly for 
men who have fought through 
the mud, mire and filth of South- 
east Asia to return home to 
half-filled promises as their 
reward for doing a good job 

So I am happy to report that 
the Senate has now given unani- 
mous approval to the Vietnam 
Era Veterans’ Readjustment 
Assistance Act of 1972 Not 
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only does the bill establish 
realistic levels of financial help 
to our Vietnam era veterans, it 
also provides for an advanced 
payment plan so that a vet- 
eran can get his first check 
when he enrolls. As all par- 
ents of school age children know, 
this is when education makes 
its biggest drain in our cash 
resources. 


Important improvements 
have also been made in pre- 
discharge programs, so that 
a serviceman can be helped to 
prepare for his future- before 
ie leaves service for civilian 
ife 


I am pleased that so many of 
our veterans have made such 
good use of this program. Al- 
most 250,000 Alabama World 
War II and Korean war veterans 
received training under the GI 
Bill, and about 50.000 veterans 
of Vietnam have already »een 
educated and trained under i's 
provisions. In addition. the e 
are 18,000 Alabama veterans 
now enrolled in various ec uca- 
tion programs. The grea’ d.s- 
appointment is that more of

Although the Olympic games 
have been beset from their be- 
ginning this year with political 
overtones, who could have gues- 
sed that the 20th Olympics would 
be the scene of wholesale po- 
litical murder. 

The whole world watched in 
disbelieving awe as an inter- 
national drama of politics and 
violence unfolded and a hand- 
ful of Arab terrorists succeed- 
ed in turning the sports-lover’s 
dream into a_ nightmare of 
Slaughter. 

Some people say we really 
should have expected something 
like that bizarre day of terror, 
because the Olympic games, de- 
spite their ideals of peace and 
brotherhood and athletic purity, 
have suffered from the intrusion 
of politics since the time of 
Nero. 

Until now, the best remem- 
bered and crudest politicization 
of the Olympics came in 1936 
when Adolf Hitler refused to 
recognize winning athletes from 
other countries, including 
America’s own Jesse Owens, 
by simply leaving the stadium. 

There was also a break in 
the games during World War 
I], and in 1952 Russia’s big 
rush for athletic supremacy 
was evidenced. 

In the meantime, such po- 
litical questions as who should 
represent divided nations and 
whether so-called “white-sup- 
remacist” nations should be al- 
lowed to compete have dis- 
tracted from the sports arena. 

But until Tuesday,September 
5, the politics had been re- 
stricted to rhetoric and the 
machine gun had not become a 
tool of Olympic competition. 

The Munich attack by the 
Black September terrorists, a 
group of Arab guerrillas whose 
maniacal goal in life is to drive 
the Israelis out of the Middle 
East, is not their first mind- 
less act of violence. There 
was the killing of the Jordan- 
ian Prime Minister in the Cairo 
Sheraton Hotel last November 
and the massacre of civilians 
at Tel Aviv airport by Japa- 
nese gunmen working for the 
Palestinian guerrillas last May 
30. 

Let us hope that this latest 
terror attack did not completely 
destroy the chances for peace 
in the Middle East. Now that 
the Russians are gone from 
Egypt this is the most favorable 
moment for peace in the Middle

The 
blood which violated the Olympic 
truce is a further tragic and 
urgent reason why the diplomats 
should be given orders to get 
that settlement, and get it now, 
before conditions deteriorate 
any further. 

Also, I believe the tragedy 
at Munich should speed results 
at an international air confer- 
ence now going on in Washing- 
ton. The United States and 
Canada have proposed that na- 
tions halt any international air- 
line service to countries which 
refuse to extradite or to pun- 
ish air hijackers.

balked at this solution. Yet, 
it has been long agreed that 
the only way to stop air piracy 
is to close all avenues of es- 
cape to would-be hijackers.

Q. I get monthly social 
security retirement checks. 
Because I earn a little over 
$1,680 each year, I have to 
file an annual report of my 
earnings with social secur- 
ity. Since I will become 72 
in July, will I’ have to file 
an annual report for 1972? 

A. Yes, It’s true that there 
is no limit on how much 
people 72 and over can earn 
without any reduction in 
their social security. But 
since you will not be 72 dur- 
ing some months of 1972— 
January through June—you 
must file an annual report 
of your earnings for the en- 
tire year. No annual report 
will be required for 1973 
and later years, however. 


Q. I have heen getting 
monthly social security dis- 
ability benefits on my own 
work record for the past 2 
years and will be 60 soon. I 
am a widow and my hus- 
band worked under social 
security for many years be- 
fore he died. Should I switch 
to widow’s benefits at 60? 

“A. You may do so, if it is 
to your «advantage. Obvi- 
ously, if your monthly so- 
cial security disability bene- 
fit is higher than the 
widow's benefit, you would 
not want to make any 
change. 

A point to keep in mind, 
however, is that a widow 
collects a permanently re- 
duced benefit if she starts 
getting checks when she is 
60. You would have to wait 
until 62 to get full widow's 
benefit, You should call or 


visit your social security 
office to discuss your situa- 
tion in detail. 


Q. I have been getting 
monthly social security. dis- 
ability benefits for nearly 6 
months. Now I find I’m also 
eligible for benefits under a 
private plan from my em- 
ployer. Will my disability 
payments from social secur- 
ity stop? 

A. No. Disability benefits 
from your employer will not 
affect your monthly benefits 
from social security. How- 
ever, workmen’s compensa- 
tion benefits could affect 
your social security dis- 
ability payments, and if you 
become entitled to work- 
men’s compensation, you 
should report it to the S 
cial Security Administra- 
tion right away. 


Q. My wife and I both get 
monthly social security re- 
tirement checks. However, 
we just bought a trailer and 
plan to spend the next 6 to 
7 months traveling through 
the United States. Since we 
won't have a permanent ad- 
dress while we're traveling, 
what can we do about get- 
ting our checks? 

A. You could make ar- 
rangements to have your 
checks mailed directly to 
your bank for deposit into 
your account, You can get 
the form you’ll need to do 
this from any social secur- 
ity office.

INSECTS 

One of the insect problems 
that I have had with my yard 
is the infestation of the spittle 
bug. This is a little black bug 
with a red stripe going across 
his back. The Larva stage of 
this insect creates masses of 
Spittle around the roots and 
stems of the grass. As you 
walk over this spittle, it gives 
you the feeling of walking on 
sponge or soapsuds. On close 
examination you will find a 
small worm-like insect in this 
spittle. These insects damage 
grass by sucking the sap from 
the stems and roots. 

To control the spittle bug, 
I sprayed the yard with liquid 
Malathion. You might want 
to use another ,spray such as 
Sevin or Chlordane. The next 
day after spraying, I found hun- 
dreds of dead spittle bugs.

sensi Tosenvivors’ WON-GREDIT COURSES OFFERED At ESIC. 


With the arrival of Fali, 
Walter C. Head, Jr. Director 
of Alabama’s Department of 
Veterans’ Affairs, has pointed 
out that hundreds of children, 
wives and unremarried widows 
of certain disabled and deceased 
veferans are now enrolled in 
colieges, universities andtrade 
schools in Alabama. 

“Many”, remarked Head, 
“are entitled to educational 
benefits based uponthe wartime 
military service of their parent 
or husband under what’s com- 
monly referred to as the ‘Ala- 
bama GI Bill’, provided cer- 
tain disability, death and resi- 
dence requirements are met.” 

The Director stated that tu- 
ition and instructional fees in 
all state-supported institutions 
of higher learning and state 
trade schools are waived for 
the child, wife or unremarried 
widow of such disabled or de- 
ceased veterans who had war- 
time service in World War 
One, World War Two, the 
Korean Conflict or the Vietnam 
Era, or who had extra-hazard- 
ous service during certain 
peacetime periods, or is listed 
as missing in action; or as a 
prisoner of war while serving 
as a member of the armed 
forces in the Vietnam War per- 
iod. 

Head cautioned that the 
application for'a CHILD must 
be filed prior to reaching AGE 
23 and under no circumstances 
can benefits be continued after 
age 30.

If you earn 
less than $1725 this year you 
won't have to pay tax.

Ft. Rucker To Get More Training 


The Department of Army 
has approved the further con- 
solidation of Army aviation 
training at the Ft. Stewart- 
Hunter complex with the Army 
Aviation School located at Ft. 
Rucker, Ala. This is in line 
with an over-all decrease in 
Army aviation training require- 
ments, mainly due to the phase 
down in Vietnam. 


Hunter-Stewart had seen its 
pilot training requirements go 
from a peak of 5,400 aviation 
graduates in 1968-1969 down 
to a program of 400 graduates 
for the Fiscal Year 1973 which 
began July 1. 

Training programs to be 
consolidated at Ft. Rucker 


include the fixed wing course 
at Ft. Stewart and the rotary 
wing course at Hunter. The 
rotary wing course was divid- 
ed into two classes, the AH-1G 
“Cobra” and the UH-1 “Huey”. 


The AH-1G_ Cobra gunship 
course will not be included in 
the consolidation, but will con- 
tinue its training at the Hunter- 
Stewart complex with over 250 
aviators programmed to grad- 
uate this year. American stu- 
dents were trained in the Huey 
until June 1970 when the Viet- 
nhamese program started. The 
Vietnam program saw 56 
graduate in 1970, 960 in 1971 
and 400 in 1972 for a total 
of 1,416 Vietnamese graduates. 


Besides the phase down in 
the student load, Hunter-Ste- 
wart had seen its aircraft in- 
ventory reduced from over 
500 helicopters in 1968-1969 
to less than 50 at present. 


This July the Department 
of Army renamed Hunter-Ste- 
wart complex United States 
ary Garrison, Ft. Stewart, 

, thus leading the way for the 
incatn of the Aviation School 
Element. 


Authorities at Hunter-Ste- 
wart indicated approximately 
118 civilian spaces would be 
eliminated there, but that a 
large number of the people 
involved would be absorbed at 
that installation. 


All employees involved in 
the consolidation will be given 
the opportunity to transfer to 
positions with the United States 
Army Aviation School at Ft. 
Rucker. Every effort will be 
made to place employees who 
decline the offer in existing 
positions at Ft. Stewart or 
Hunter Army Airfield. Along 
with this assistance all De- 
partment of Defense and fed- 
eral programs will be used to 
secure federal employment for 
those for whom suitable jobs 
can not be found 

The over-all effect on per- 
sonnel strengths at Ft. Rucker 
will be minimal with most sup- 
post requirements absorbed by 
existing facilities and agencies.
